In the Senate, on the 19th, the effort to with- 
hold the Chinese Exclusion bill, and the appro- 
Priation of $100,000 for the purpose of restrain- 
ing and quarantining the yellow fever at the 
South, were the principal features of the day's 
Proceedings. Quite a number of minor bills 
were passed...... In the House, the day was en- 
tirely taken up in discussing the library build- 
ing clause of the conference report on the Sun- 
dary Civil Appropriations bill, the vote on which 
resulted: Yeas, 68; nays, 77—no quorum, 


Mitchell on the President's annual message, and 
Mr. Edmunds’ abandonment of his resolution to 
withhold the Chinese bill, were the features of 
the day's proceedings. Senate bill to ratify 
the agreement with the Spokane Indians was 
passed, and the bill to create an éxecutive 
Department of Agriculture was taken up 
The House refused, by a vote of 
agree to the conference rep rt.an ti 
Civil Appropriations bill, and a further confer- 
ence was ordered. A running debate ensued 
ona question of privilege by Mr. Morrow, re- 
citing the passage of the Chinese Exclusion 
bill and its being withheld from the President, 
but the presiding officer finally decided that 
the question was not privileged. 

IN the Senate. on the 2ist, the House bill 
creating the Department of Agriculture was 
passed. A bill was introduced to provide for 
the more prompt transmission of bills passed 
by both houses and properly signed, to the 
President for his approval, but under objection 
it was held over until the 24th. The conference 
report on the Sundry Civil Appropriations bill 
was presented and agreed to...... In the House, 
the features of the day's proceedings was the 
passage of the measure to suspend the opera- 
tions of the Pre-emption, Timber-Culture and 
Desert-Land laws pending. Senate bill au- 
thorizing the Louisville Southern Railroad 
Company to bridge the Kentucky river was 
passed. 

IN the Senate, on the 2ith, a bill allowing any 
person who has abandoned or relinquished a 
homestead entry before the expiration of the 
requisite six mouths to make another entry, 
nut exceeding a quarter-sect on of lund, was 
passed. A bill was passed appropriating #10,- 
00u for the completion of the monument 
commemorating the surrender of Burgoyne at 
Saratoga. The General Deficiency bill was 
then taken up, amended and passed...... In the 
House, a bill was passed authorizing the con- 
struction of a bridge across the Mississippi 
river at La Crosse, Wis. A joint resolution 
was passed extending until Octover 15 the ex- 
isting appropriations for the Sundry Civil ex- 
penses of the Government. A bill was also 
p ssed prohibiting the sale or manufacture of 
adulterated foods and drugs in the District cf 
Columbia,

COMRADES:—The Commander-in-Chief, upon 
assuming the duties of his office, desires to 
touch elbows and keep step with the depart- 
ment commanders and all the comrades, that 
there may be no break along the line.

Judge Thayer Says if Fotheringham Re- 
duces Hix Damages to 612,000 He Will 
Let the Jadgment Stand. 

| St. Louis, Sept. 24.—Judge Thayer this 

morning rendered his decision on the mo- 

tion for a new trial made by the Adams 

Express Company in the damage suit of 

David 8. Fotheringham for false im- 

prisonment. 

| The court held that the $20,000 damages 

| awarded Fotheringham by the jury was 

| excessive, and ruled that unless Fother- 
ingham remitted $8,000 ot the judgment 

' within five days the court would grant the 

motion for a new trial. 

Chas. P. Johnson, who is one of Fother- 
ingham’s attorneys, is in favor of accept- 
ing the judge’s recommendation. He said: 
“Ido not know what my associate coun- 
sel, Mr. Harvey, thinks of Judge Thayer’s 
decision, but I have avery high opinion of 
the judge, and if, after carefully consider- 
ing the case, he advises a settlement for 
$12,000, { certainly am in favor of settling 
on that basis. A new trial means much 
vexatious work, audif an appeal is taken 
a very great expense would be involved.” 

Judge Martin, of Martin, Laughlin & 
Kern, attorneys for the Adams Express 
Company, said: “We have but just heard 
of Judge Thayer’s decision, and we have 
not had time to consider it; but I think 
the company will take an appeal. Foth- 
eringham heretofore offered to settle for 
$13,000, but we don’t consider him entitled 
to one cent.”

THE ELECTORAL VOTE. 


The of Conveying the Electoral Vote of the 
the Country to the National Capital—An 
Appropriation Needed. 

WasHINGTON, Sept. 25.—The acting Sec- 
retary of the Treasury sent to the Senate 
yesterday a communication calling at- 
vention to the necessity for an appropria- 
tion to pay the expense of conveying to 
the seat of government the electoral vote 
of the various States. Enclosed was a 
statement showing that the expense for 
four years ago was $8,951. The statute 
allows the messengers of each State 
twenty-five cents a mile from the capital 
of the State. The expenses of the Cali- 
fornia messenger four years ago were 
$755.75, those of the messenger from 
Maryland ten dollars. 

The acting Secretary of the Treasury 
also sent to the Senate a letter stating in 
response to a Senate resolution, that the 
amount due the State of California under 
the act of June 27, 1882, is $11,723.64.

The cotton factors of Savannah, Ga., 
have organized a pool to fight the Bagging 
Trust by importing the covering of last 
year’s cotton and using it in place of 
syndicate bagging. Samples of old cov- 
ering have been secured and the plan is 
pronounced practicable. Since the or- 
ganization of the pool, syndicate bagging 
has been offered at one-quarter to one- 
half cent less than quotations. 

Two men named Steele and Mockabee, 
both deunk; Doarded a train at Mt Ster- 
ling, Ky., a few days since and fought all 
the way to Stepstone, where the con- 
ductor, for the safety of those in his 
charge, put the men off and told them to 
fightitout. They drew pistols and ex- 
changed five shots each.

They were cousins. After the killing 
Steele boarded the train and proceeded 
home, the train having waited until the 
duel was over.

A partly-constructed bridge over a 
ravine in the southern part of Paducah, 
Ky., gave way a few days ago, and five 
carpenters—W. F. Brown, J. L. House, 
H. Palien, Robertson and Roberts—were 
severely hurt by falling twenty-five feet. 


John Bachman, who was standing on the | 


bridge watching the men at work, was 
caught between the timbers and fatally 
injured, both legs being broken and his 
head crushed.

ONE REFUGEE. 








From Dectur is Taken Sick 
in Our City. 





He is Promptly Remoyed to the 
Hospital two Miles Out of Town, 
Prompt Action of the Mayorand Phy- 
sicians of the City. 





W.A. Somers, a young man came here 
from Decatur eight days ago before the 
quarantine law was established, and late 
on Wednesday night he was taken sick 
and the fact was promptly reported to 
the Board of Health. 

It was well knowntothb2 city authors 

ities and the physicians generally that a 
number of Decatur refugees were in our 
midst and the Health officers suggested, 
a week ago, thatasuitable building be~ 
yond the citylimits should be procured ut 
once in case any refugees might take 
sick sothat they could be removed from 
town and treated where contagion would 
have no chance of spreading. The coun-~ 
try residence of Dr. Hooper pleasantly 
situated about two milea west of town 
was secured for this purpose, and this 
is where Mr. Somers is now under treat- 
ment. 
The Mayor, Drs. Dement, Baldridge, 
and Shelby, were up all night with the 
sick man and Dr. Shelby was unremit- 
ting in his attentions yesterday. The 
medical gentlemen agree that it is a case 
of yellow fever, and aciingon their de- 
cision the Mayor|Wednesday sent tele- 
grams to the Mayors of various neigh- 
boring cities stating the fact. 

The announcement of the case did not 
create a ripple of excitement. The 
twenty odd cases of refugees in this city 
in 1878, and the number in 1879, had no 
eflect on our pure atmospkere and nota 
single case was contraeted in this city 
during these two years. Our city is un- 
doubtedly in as good sanitary condition 
now as then, ourair is as pure and orr 
favorable geographical situation the 
same, Our citizens realize that we have 
nothing to fear from the appearance of 
this refugee case that could arouse any 
excitement whatever. Our climate is 
entirely free from malaria—there has 
not been a death in Huntsville from 
malsrial causes in five mouths and but 
one death in the city this month, and 
that from accident. 

It is absolutely impossible for the 
disease to be propogated where the 
necessary conditions are absent and they 
are not to be found in our beautiful little 
city.

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MACHINE TELEGRAPHY. 
Astonishing Inventions Recently Made by 
an Old Newspaper Man. 

Mr. D. H. Craig, formerly manager 
of the Associated Press, has devoted 
nineteen years to the development of 
machine telegraphy, and claims to be 
able to telegraph two thousand words 
per minute from each end of a wire— 
total, four thousand words in sixty 
seconds. 
| The messages or reports are legibly 
and uniformly recorded in ordinary 
telegraph characters, which can be 
read by clerks familiar with them at 
the rate of about one hundred words 
per minute. 

Messages, to be sent over the Morse 
lines, must first be written or printed; 
but a message to be telegraphed by 
the new system must first be perfor- 
ated, for which Mr. Craig has a 
beautiful little machine, 8x10 inches, 
with two banks of keys, called a 
“composer,” which even a child can 
operate reliably and quite expertly 
after an hour’s practice, and after a 
reasonable amount of practice fifteen 
to thirty words per minute can be per- 
forated. Simultaneously with the per- 
forations the machine prints, in plain 
Roman, every word of the message, 
which is retained, while the perforated 
message is sent to the telegraph office 
the same as a message is sent in 
manuscript to be telegraphed over the 
Morse line, with this difference—the 
machine message will be transmitted 
to destination at the rate of one thou- 
sand or two thousand words per minute, 
and be legibly and accurately recorded 
in telegraph characters, and the Morse 
message will be telegraphed by the 
hund-key system at the rate of fifteen 
to twenty-five words per minute and be 
recorded by ‘‘sound ” reading in ordi- 
nary manuscript. Itis claimed that 
the machine record is three times 
more accurate than ‘‘sound” recording. 

With the regular office perforator 
experts do, reliably, fifty words per 
minute, or 3,000 per hour; and it is 
claimed by Mr. Craig that the actual 
cost of transmitting 1,000 words 1,000 
miles is not over 2 cents! 

The cost of paper to perforate 1,000 
weeds is 1 cent, and 2 cents for record- 
img paper. Experts, young men or 
young ladies, do perforating for 10 
cents per 1,000 words, and the same 
for copying on the type-writer—total, 
25 cents for completing 1,000 words! 
On this basis it would cost for labor 
and paper less than $30 to telegraph 
and complete forty-eight columns of 
this newspaper from New York to 
Chicago. 

Mr. Craig has also devised a new 
telegraph wire, made of pure copper 
with a slight mixture of silica, which 
is said to increase the tensile strength 
to twice the strength of steel of equal 
size, the exact tensile strength being 
reported as 133,000 pounds to the 
square imch. 

No. 4 gauge wire weighs over 900 
pounds per mile, and has about one 
ohm of electrical resistance per mile. 
With such a wire, extending from 
Néw York to San Francisco, the elec- 
trical resistance would be about 3,000 
ohms, while a majority of the tele- 
graph wires between New York and 
Washington show an electrical resist- 
ance of more than 4,000 ohms—thus 
the new siliconized copper wire will 
bring San Francisco nearer to New 
York, electrically, than New York is 
to Washington.—N. Y. Sun. 








VACATIONS A NECESSITY. 
Rest Absolutely Essential to Avoid a Men- 
tal and Physical Break-Down. 

Although ‘‘going away for the sum- 
mer” has long been fashionable, and 
summer vacations have become cus- 
tomary among nearly all classes of 
people, a great many persons yet re- 
main who do not leave their homes or 
business from year’s end to year’s end. 
These stay-at-homes are not always 
such from inclination; usually they 
would prefer to indulge in the annual 
outing with their neighbors, but neces- 
sity, or fancied necessity, which is the 
same in effect, chains them to the 
daily round of duties. To all appear- 
ances they suffer neither in health nor. 
strength by this lack of rest and rec- 
reation, and are apt to plume them- 
selves upon their physical stamina. 
In the course of time, however, the 
monotony of their lives tell in loss of 
spirits, a breaking down of nervous 
force; and rest, often prolonged and 
sometimes useless, because too late, 
must be taken regardless of conveni- 
ence. Whether it is better to wait 
until such a breakdown occurs or to 
ward it off by proper care of soul and 
body, are questions to which there 
can be but one answer. And it is the 
mind rather than the body which, in 
most cases, needs the greater atten- 
tion. People, however confining their 
occupations, are not apt to overwork 
themselves physically; summer vaca- 
tions are not so much needed to give 
rest to tired muscles as to tired brains; 
ehange of scene or occupation is re- 
quired to give a new turn to thoughts 
that have been too much in one 
groove. More farmers’ wives are found 
in insane asylums than any other one 
class; but the deadly monotony of their 
lives does more to drive them dement- 
ed than the cooking, the milking, the 
ehurning and other household labors, 
arduous though they be. Variety of 
interests is what the human being 
needs to keep him in wholesome men- 
tal, moral and physical condition. 







taken often throughout the year 
the day's outing is probably vf 
greater hygienic value than the longer 
period. The first and last requisite to 
make the day profitable is to spend it 
as the taste inclines—always suppos- 
ing that it doesn’t incline to break the 
commandments and that it leads to 
something entirely outside the usual 
routine. Go fishing; if you like that. 
Go and see a game of base-ball—this 
advice may seem superfluous, but, 
strange as it may appear, men and 
women do exist who have never seen 
the National game in all its glory, and 
need urging before they will go. Go 
to the woods, far from the maddening 
crowd, if your fancy leads, and study 
the beauties of nature; if you are gre- 
garious, call on your neglected neigh- 
bor, or visit the town ten miles away 
that you have always heard of but 
have never seen.

Stay at home and get acquainted with 
the baby, or if you happen to be the 
baby’s mother leave the infant to its 
paternal ancestor and fate for the day. 
If nothing better offers stay at home 
andsleep. You might do worse. Give 
yourself, in short, a change of occupa- 
tion, something new to think of once a 
week, thereby getting out of the rut, 
and so far as your enjoyment and wel- 
fare are concerned it will not matter 
greatly whether or not you join in the 
yearly pilgrimage to the seashore, the 
mountains or Maxinkuckee.—Minne- 
apolis Journal.

IN A WELSH CHURCH. 


A Congregation Whose Simple Earnestness 
Proved to Be Contagious. 


When you are in Rome, do as the 
Romans do: which, being interpreted, 
means, when you are in Wales, go to 
the Welsh church. When Sunday 
came, as the long, peaceful day drew 
near its close, we went down the shady 
road and over the bridge, in search of 
the parish church. There is also an 
English church, much finer and more 
exclusive, we were told. But we 
abided by our first choice, ‘The build- 
ing itself is modern, but the grounds 
look so old that it is probable it occu- 
pies the site of an older structure. A 
pavement of broad slate flagging runs 
around it, bordered with shrubs and 
flowers. Some very old graves were 
in the inclosure. There were several 
doors, and it was a question at which 
we were expected to enter. Two 
chubby-faced boys came round the 
corner in great haste. ‘‘Choir boys,” 
I said, and was fain to ask for guid- 
ance; but they vanished like two 
flashes of lightning. At length, by ones 
and by twos, the worshipers began to 
assemble, and we followed the crowd. 
It is a curious place, to American eyes, 
that low Welsh Church—iong, nar- 
row, with stone walls, immense stone 
columns, brick paved floor in the nave 
and choir, and tiled floor in the chan- 
cel. Imperishable it looked, even 
though it is the product of our ephem- 
eral to-day—as if it might outlast the 
pyramids; and it is as severely plain 
as any flagstaff. The congregation, 
made up as it was of the common peo- 
ple, the working classes, interested us 
greatly. There was hardly a person 
in the seats who would have been 
called, in common parlance, a lady or 
a gentleman. The clothes were rough 
and plain, but generally clean and 
comfortable. Many of the men were 
in their shirt-sleeves. Behind us sat 
an old woman in black, the oddest of 
apparitions, who stared at us as if we 
belonged to another world. Sosmall, so 
withered, so weather-beaten was she, 
in a costume that belonged to the past 
ages, that we certainly felt as if she 
did not belong to ours. A surpliced 
choir of men and boys—alas that I 
should say it, but those surplices badly 
needed soap and water!—discoursed 
sweet music, singing to Hamburg and 
other familiar old tunes their wild 
Welsh hymns. The air of the place 
was reverent. The voices in the re- 
sponse were low and earnest. The 
young men and maidens were quiet and 
attentive; their elders were devout. 
As for the sermon, I understood but 
three words of it: ‘‘Apostle Paul” and 
“Galatia;’ but it was, after all, as in- 
teresting as any I ever listened to. 
Earnestness is contagious,and the pale, 
earnest speaker held our absorbed at- 
tention from first to lust. But it was 
easy to follow the service, which was 
that of the Church of England, and 
prayer is prayer, whether the tongue 
be Welsh or English.—Julia C. R. 
Dorr, in Atlantic.

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FARM AND HOUSEHOLD. 


—Feeding in sheep husbandry is 
like any other problem in live stook. 
However good the breed, without good 
care and feeding they must necessarily 
degenerate. 

—Good water is absolutely necessary 
in good dairying. Go look at the 
ponds, the creeks, or the lake or 
springs, where the cows get their 
water, and clean them out, or fence 
them off with barb wire if necessary 
to preserve the quality of the milk.— 
Am. Dairyman. 

~-The proper temperature for sweet 
potatoes in winter is about sixty de- 
grees. If they are not exposed to a 
temperature lower than fifty-six de- 
grees they will keep easily. When 
first stored in the cellar they should 
be kept at seventy degrees until well) 
dried, gradually lowering the temper- 
ature to sixty degrees. 

—Blossom Pudding.—Bake in two 
layers, one cupful of powdered sugar, 
one-half of a cupful of butter, one-half 
of a cupful of milk, the whites of three 
eggs beaten stiff, three teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder, one cupful of flour, 
one-half of a cupful of corn starch. 
Put together with boiled icing, colored 
pink with very little confectioners’ red 
sugar. 

—It will cost but little to keep the 
surface of the ground around young 
trees well sprinkled with fine lime. 
Many insects will avoid the lime, and 
on some soils the lime will prove bene- 
ficial. An excellent mixture for such 
purposes is two parts wood ashes, one 
part lime and one part coarse salt. 
Only a small quantity need be used at 
each application. 

—Apple Mush.—Pare and slice sour 
apples enough to make three pints of 
apple sauce. Then take three pints of 
flour, add one teaspoonful of salt and 
two of baking-powder, three parts of 
cup of flour rubbed in and wet with 
sweet milk, roll out about one-half 
inch thick, and bake in a hot oven; 
when the crust is well done, chip up 
in small pieces, and stir through the 
sauce. Set away to cool till supper 


time. Eat with milk, as other mush.

COLIC IN HORSES. 


The Cause, Prevention and Cure of This 
Frequently Fatal Ailment. 


Colic is generally caused by the fer- 
nentation of undigested food in the 
animal’s stomach. It was formerly 
supposed that when the stomach had 
performed its function of digesting a 
meal, it remained inactive until time 
for the next, but modern scientific 
discovery has shown that such is not 
the case. The flow of gastric juice is 
never entirely suspended, and between 
meals much of the fluid portion of it is 
absorbed, leaving a thick, adhesive 
substance which coats whatever it 
first comes in contact with, thereby 
preventing the fresh gastric juice from 
doing its work. If the horse is given 
his grain first, he is usually very hun- 
gry and in his eagerness, especially if he 
is compelled to shell his corn, he swal- 
laws a great deal whole. This becom- 
ing coated with the gelatinous sub- 
stance that is in his stomach, remains 
there undigested and ferments, produc- 
ing carbonic acid gas, and as the horse 
can not rid himself of it by belching it 
up, it must pass out by way of the 
amall intestines, irritating them and 
causing colic. 

The best way of preventing this that 
I have been able to learn, is to make 
the horse eat a little long feed before 
giving him his grain. If he re- 
fuses it, let him go without the grain 
until he does eat it; he will soon learn. 
It benefits him in three ways. First, 
it takes up the thick substance in his 
stomach, which can do the hay or fod- 
der no harm. Second, it starts the 
flow of saliva in his mouth, which 
helps the stomach greatly. Third, it 
reduces his appetite to a point at 
which he will chew his grain, instead 
of swallowing it whole—@. E 
Remore,in Farm and Fireside.

POULTRY ACCOUNTS. 
How They Can Be Made of Much Value to 
Those Who Keep Fowls. 

Poultry accounts, when accurately 
and regularly kept, can be made of 
much value to those who keep poultry. 
Without these, it seems to me, there 














can be but little satisfaction in follow-’ 


ing poultry-raising as a business, be- 
cause One will have only a vague idea 
whether he is making any thing out of 
the investment or not. Every keeper 
of poultry should, therefore, keep a 
careful account of his stock; recording 
all the expenses incurred, and the to- 
tal amount of remuneration received, 
on the proper sides of the sheet. If 
the cost of buildings, stock, etc., is 
not reckoned in the account, an allow- 
ance should, of course, be made for the 
interest of the money invested in these 
in these things. By having such an 
account he can ascertain at any time 
what the cost of his flock and the re- 
turn from eggs and meat are for any 
length of time, and he will be able to 
judge accurately whether he has been 
successful or not. If it appears that 
his business has been profitable 
to him, he will feel safe in going into 
it more extensively. On the other 
hand, if he has been unsuccessful, his 
failure, if he is in earnest, will stimu- 
late him to increased efforts in the care 
of his fowls, in order that he may se- 
cure more profitable results from 
them. He will study his business 
more carefully than ever before, and 
try to ascertain the points in which he 
has erred, and where he can make im- 
provements. These advantages, with 
others, will be experienced when 
proper accounts are kept. Without 
them, as already remarked, the poul- 
try raiser can never be sure whether 
he is doing well or ill with his fowla
